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Georges and State EMA director visits Elba

Georges has come calling on Elba 
and Southeast Alabama, and 
although it has been downgraded 
from a category 2 Hurricane to a 
tropical storm, it is still making its 
presence known. 

Since the unpredictable hurricane 
entered the Gulf of Mexico on 
Saturday, state, county and city offi- 
cials have had their eyes on the 
storm and have been making contin- 
gency plans. 

Elba residents have really not 
breathed a good breath since the 
flood in March of this year and 
Georges certainly did not make it 
any better. 

Even as the hurricane made land- 
fall early Monday morning near the 
Mississippi-Alabama line, local 
residents kept a watchful eye on 
Georges knowing that any change 
of movement to the east would not 
be good. 

Our neighbors just to the south 
and west (Geneva and Covington 
counties), were already getting 
heavy rainfall and high velocity 
winds from the hurricane while 
Coffee County and Elba were get- 
ting little or no wind and rain. It was 
as though a curtain existed between 
Coffee, Geneva and Covington 
counties, 

Sure enough the hurricane came 
ashore, stalled and, after being 
downgraded to a tropical, storm, 
decided to head east instead of north 
and west. 

Rain and wind began moving into 
Coffee County, and Elba, late 
Monday evening. The weather real- 
ly deteriorated Monday night and 
early Tuesday morning and the rains 
became heavy, extremely heavy at

The Coffee County Commission 
held its regular scheduled bimonth- 
ly meeting Monday evening despite 
the “messy” weather. It was defi- 
nitely a rainy night in Coffee 
County Alabama, and only the com- 
missioners, members of the media 
and three “visitors” were present. 

Most of the meeting time (just 
over an hour) was consumed with 
the bid opening process; however 
the commission did make one giant 
step in the improvement of the 
county’s rural system. 

Commissioner Linda Westbrook 
made a motion, based on the recent- 
ly completed comprehensive engi- 
neering plan concerning the coun- 
ty’s rural water systems, to move 
forward with the creation of a 
“Coffee County Water Authority.” 

Westbrook’s motion was 
approved unanimously to start the 
legal process whereby the authority 
can be established, 

All members of the commission 
were quick to point out that Coffee 


times, and Elba began to experience 
some flooding in low-lying areas of 
the city. 

The Brookdale subdivision area

and the residential sections on the 
Kinston highway seem to be the 
hardest hit. Local authorities were 
also keeping a watchful eye on the 
Mulberry Heights area where 
Beaver Dam Creek caused the levee 
to break in March. Heavy rains 
around mid-day Tuesday caused 
authorities some concern about two 
ponds located along AL 203 (by- 
pass) near Beaver Dam Creek. The 
rising water in the ponds was begin- 
ning to run over the dam causing 
officials to call for the evacuation of 
residents near the ponds. At press 
time, the dams were still holding 
and the rain seemed to be slacking 
up. 

Alabama's Emergency 
Management Director Lee Helins, 
accompanied by a FEMA (Federal 
Emergency Management Agency) 


official and a representative of the 
Alabama National Guard, was in 
Elba Tuesday afternoon to check 
with officials and “see if there was 


‘anything else needed in meeting the 


emergency response.” 

Coffee County Emergency 
Management Agency Director 
Charlie Webb told Helms that things 
were going pretty good; however, 
some assistance was needed in get- 
ting some additional pumps to be 
used should the need arise. 

Webb told Helms that some 
“gator pumps” had been sent in by 
the Army Corps of Engineers but 
there were no power units to run 
them. That problem was alleviated 
before the AEMA director left town. 

Helms also brought some good 
news to the local officials. He told 
them that Coffee County had been 
added by Governor Fob James to 
the emergency declaration made for 
counties and cites in the western 
portion of the state to the federal 
authorities. 

This declaration covers two areas 
of public assistance: one - the 
immediate protective measures 
(emergency personnel’s overtime, 
etc.) and two - debris clearance. 
Financial support will be provided 
through these measures. 

While the state director was meet- 
ing with local officials, he took a 
call from FEMA Director James 
Lee Whitt. Helms told the director 
that the levee was in good shape at 
this time and that some minor prob- 
lems were being dealt with at the 
present time. He also told Whitt that 
there was flooding throughout the 
county. Whitt told Helms that he 
would be in Alabama on Wednesday 
to view the problems caused by 
Georges first hand. 


approves water authority 


County had several of the best rural 
water systems in the state but they 
all feel that much more can be done 
as a collective group or system. 
They feel that collectively the qual- 
ity of water can be much improved 
as well as see that all residents of 
the county have the opportunity to 
be “hooked up to a water system.” 

In the past, water systerns within 
the county have been in competition 
with one another for grants funding 
improvements to the systems. 

In other business, the commis- 
sioners heard, and approved, a 
request via Commission Chairman 
Robert Stephens from the Coffee 
County Building Authority for 
assistance in “digging of the ditch- 
es” for the installation of the utility 
lines to the new _ Enterprise 
Courthouse. The county engineer 
was instructed to provide the engi- 
neering services for these projects. 

Also commissioners agreed to 
allow the county maintenance 
department to connect the new 
facility's sewage line to the line 
serving the district attorney’s office,

Randy Tindell told commissioners 
that the mapping process had been 
completed and the “private roads” 
had been assigned designated num- 
bers. The signs will be blue in color 
and consist of a four-digit number 
preceded by “PR.” 

Tindell estimated the cost of the 
signs to be between $1,700 and 
$1,800. The commission approved 
the purchase. 

Chairman Stephens informed 
commissioners of a request from the 
Family Service Center for a budget- 
ed amount of $1,200, This was 
approved,

The Elba City Council met 
Monday evening and the only storm 
was on the outside of the building. 
Like many other buildings in the 
mist of the present storm, Georges, 
the building was showing a few 
cracks in the seams, as water leaked 
through the roof in the city clerk’s 
office. 

Mayor James Grimes opened the 
meeting with a prayer, thanking 
God for sparing Elba from the ray- 
ages of the storm and asking Him to 
be with those who were in the path 
of the destructive weather. 

Police Chief R. W. Whitworth 
reported the department is investi- 
gating the burglary of two local 
business and arrangements were 
already in place to keep a close 
watch on the water situation, espe- 
cially along Martin Luther King 
Drive, just outside the levee. 

The council voted unanimously to 
approve an ordinance setting zuide- 
lines for the reserve police force. 
Mayor James Grimes explained this 
was worked up by City Attorney 
Jeff Kelley and the police chief. 
The guidelines are to keep the 
reserve officers working in the 
guidelines set by state laws and lia- 
bility insurance company guide- 
lines, 

A recommended budget for the 
coming year had been passed at the 
last council meeting for member to 
review. Grimes noted there had 
been no recommendations — for 
changes and asked for a motion of 
approval. The vote to adopt the new 
budget was unanimous. 

Grimes also reported on the status

of a request for two acres of land in 
the industrial park, across from the 
airport. He said the prospect wanted 
the last remaining highway 
frontage, rather than the site, back 
in the park, recommended by the 
mayor. Council members urged 
Mayor Grimes to work with the 
prospect in finding an alternate. 

Police Chief Whitworth reported 
the the council on the results of a 
personnel board hearing on police 
officer Michael Patrick. He read the 
prepared, signed results of the hear- 
ing which recommended the council 
uphold the termination of Patrick as 
recommended by Whitworth. After 
a long pause when no council mem- 
ber offered a motion to upho!d the 
action, Council member Ben 
Carpenter requested an executive 
session at 6:13 p.m. 

The council members left the 
room and returned six minutes later. 
At this time council member Harold 
Bannin, a member of the board 
which heard the charges and made 
the recommendation, made a 
motion to uphold the action. 
Carpenter seconded the action and 
approval was unanimous. 

The council approved a resolution 
naming The Peoples Bank as depos- 
itory for the $2.8 million sewer pro- 


ject which has already received 


approval for federal funding. 

Also approved was recent action 
by the Elba Planning & Zoning 
Board. That group had approved the 
rezoning of a parcel of land adjoin- 


ing Hayes Funeral Home from R-4 
to B-2. Announced plans are for 
Moseley Studios to build a facility 
on part of the land and the funeral 
home to use the balance for an 
expanded parking lot. 

A resolution amending a 
$250,000 CDBG home buy-out 
grant to include land acquisition 
was approved by the council. 

City Clerk Donnie Morrow 
reported city crews had had a good 
day contending with the heavy 
rains. He said recent cleaning of 
drainage ditches and storm drain 
pipes has already paid off, with 
most of the rain water draining off 
within a few minutes. 

Grimes presented council mem- 
bers with a financial report for the 
first 11 months of the year. He 
noted that the budget overrun was 
distorted due to the purchase of a 
new $22,350 fire truck. That money 
will not come out of the general 
fund, but from the fire department 
tobacco tax. 

The figures on the 11 month bud- 
get show the city was only short 
about $5,000 i projected revenue, in 
spite of the March flood and the 
closing on the only grocery super- 
market during early 1998. Expenses 
for the 11 months are $66,765 above 
projections, but include the fire 
truck and the flood expenses. 
Grimes had earlier given council 
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Cutts & Guthrie to stand trial 
as adults on capital murder 


An Enterprise youth accused in 
double murder will stand trial as an 
adult during the March ‘99 term of 
criminal court in the Enterprise 
Division, 

Russell William Cutts, Jr, 19, 
will stand trial on the charge of cap- 
ital murder as an adult, Circuit 
Judge Robert Barr ruled on the 
accused murderer's request for 
youthful offender status last 
Thursday morning (September 24). 
He was immediately arraigned and 
entered a not guilty plea to the cap- 
ital murder charges. 

Cutts, along with Jeremy Guthrie, 
of Daleville, AL, has been charged 
in the capital murder of Russell 
William Cutts, Sr, 41, and 
Leighanne Manning Cutts, 34, both 
of Enterprise. 

Guthrie has also been denied 
youthful offender status in the slay- 
ing and is scheduled to stand trial in 
December of 1998. Both Cutts, Jr. 
and Guthrie were arrested on 
Sunday, Mareh 15, in Sugar Land, 


TX, on theft charges involving a 
missing pick-up truck belonging to 
the senior Cutts. 

The Cutts’ bodies were recovered 
on March 16, 1998 when state high- 
way department personnel were 
inspecting a bridge for flood dam- 
age south of Elba on AL Hwy, 189 
near the Perry Store Community. 

Authorities had been searching 
for the couple since their reported 
disappearance on March 14, 1998. 

An autopsy on Mr, and Mrs, Cuts 
revealed that they died as a result of 
multiple gunshot wounds to the 
upper torsos, 

The two young men were arrested 
by local authorities after they had 
waived extradition from Texas and 
were returned to Enterprise on 
March 19, 1998. They were indict- 
ed by a special grand jury on 
charges of capital murder, 

Both have and are being held 
without bond in the Coffee County 
Jail in New Brockton, AL, 
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’ Georges should be gone from the area by the time you are reading this col- 
‘umn .., at least that is the hopes of many. To say we were not worried, or 
at least concerned, would be a bald face lie and an insult to your intelli- 
gence., ‘cause our eyes have been on the skies and the weather reports just 
like yours. We can say however that we have been a bit guilty for some fol- 
low-up prayers of the past 24 hours. When it began to be clear that Coffee 
County would miss the worst of this storm, we had to give thanks and try’ 
‘to atone for the guilt feeling of wanting the storm to go somewhere else. 
"Folks, if the weather which hit as close as Covington County Monday had 
been in and/or above Elba ... it could have caused us great problems, But 
it didn’t.

“them for this action, Having been there with them during each previous 
disaster, we know the feelings all to well. Flood insurance or no flood 
insurance, there are things which can’t be replaced with insurance money 
‘“dind besides, some of us gray headed folks are comfortable wi'h our desks, 
chairs, etc, just as they are today and don’t want to sell them to any insur- 
ance company, at any price, 


A man from Ohio is enjoying his lottery winnings. A former mechanic, who 
suddenly ends up with $30 million won last year, will be in a luxury suite 
at the Talladega Superspeedway next week.

lwo new classes were added to 
the curriculum this year in response 
to the new +4 plan. the 4x4 plan 
states that every student must have 
four years of science, history, 
English, and math. This is true for 
students on the advanced curricu- 
lum as well as the standard curricu- 
lum 

Students on the advanced curricu- 
lum already had to have four years 
of English and history, but only 
three of math and science. To keep 
the students on the standard curricu- 
lum from having to take the same 
courses as those in the advanced 
curriculum, Technical Math | and I 
were added to the course offerings. 
‘Technical Math Land I are courses 
in algebra that are spread out over 
iwo years. The same material is 
covered but in a different way from 
the traditional Algebra | and I. 

The same principle applies to 
Geometry. It is now. called 
Technical Geometry | and Il, The 
subject matter is spread out over a 
iwo-year period and it has more 
technical applications 

fechnical Math | and I count as a 


whole credit each and lechnical

There are five county events. All 
of them except one is a group event. 
They include livestock judging, 
forestry, land judging, public speak- 
ing, and tractor driving. Livestock 


judging is an event that helps a per- 


son understand and interpret the 
value of data, make accurate obser- 
vations, make logical decisions, and 
discuss and defend a person’s deci- 
sions. Forestry is designed to stim- 
ulate a person’s interest in tree 
observation and equipment identifi- 
cation. Land judging helps students 
learn more about land. The differ- 


ences in soil, methods of soil con- 
servation, and treatment in obtain- 
ing higher production and suitable 
home sites. Tractor Driving is used 
to provide competitive activities 
and advance safety, skill, and etfi- 
ciency in the use of farm tractors 
and equipment. 

There are six contests that go 
straight to district. They are Ag 
Mechanics, Ag Construction, Small 
Engines, Floriculture, 
Parliamentary Procedure, and 
Nursery/Landscape. 

Ag Mechanics tests a person’s 
technical competencies, a person’s 
ability te work with others, to 
access information, and to balance 
problem-solving abilities. 

Ag Construction provides  stu- 
dents an opportunity to demonstrate 
their skills, abilities, and compen- 
tencies in Building Construction.

TIGERS REMAIN WINLESS AFTER LOSS TO GENEVA COUNTY 


The Elba Tigers saw their losing streak for the ‘98 season reach four 
games Friday night as they lost to the Geneva County Bulldogs 21-20, in 
Hartford, The Tigers were well rested heading into the game and twice held 
leads, but the lack of reserves for the Tigers resulted in a tired team late in 
the game, and Geneva County was able to play “keep away” in the fourth 
quarter and held on to claim the hard-fought win. 

The Elba offense had its problems with the big Bulldog defense, and only 
moved the football once the entire game. The Tigers did put together an 
impressive 83 yard scoring drive late in the first half to tie the game, but on 
Elba’s other nine possessions the Tigers never kept the ball for over 3 plays 
and a punt, and on those nine possessions the Tigers’ total offensive output 
was only 4 yards.

The Elba defense came up with enough big plays to win most games, and 
came up with fumble recoveries at the Geneva County I1-yardline, 19- 
yardline and 2-yardline, two of which set up short scoring drives. The 
defense also made a key recovery at the Elba 24-yardline that stopped a 
potential score by the Bulldogs, and late in the game made a stand at the 
Elba 4-yardline that gave the Tigers one last chance to pull out the win. The 
defense played hard and passed some big licks throughout the game, it sim- 
ply got tired late in the game and couldn’t get the ball away from the 
Geneva County offense. 

The physical dominance of Geneva County was never more evident than 
in the second half. Elba had the edge in time of possession in the first half 
12:34 to 11:26, but in the second half Geneva County had a huge advan- 
tage as it owned the ball 17:41 to only 6:19 for the Tigers. In the fourth 
quarter, Geneva County had the football for 10:30 and snapped the ball 20 
times, compared to only 1:30 of possession for the Tigers, and only 6 snaps.

Nutrition news for athletes

NUTRITION FOR ATHLETES 

Football season is upon us, and 
our young athletes are really taking 
a beating with the heat. As parents 
and coaches, you have a big respon- 
sibility in insuring these young peo- 
ple get enough fluid and the right 
type of foods to strengthen their 
bodies. The following is a news col- 
umn I have published before; it is 
still accurate and up-to-date. If you 
are the parents of a young athlete, 
please read carefully. 

Whether it’s playing football, 
swimming or jogging, athletes need 
to eat a nutritious, balanced diet to 
fuel their bodies. Good nutrition, 
like any sporting event, has basic 
ground rules. Following these rules 
and getting plenty of practice will 
help athletes feel great and score 
those winning points! 

What diet is best for athletes? 

All athletes need a diet that pro- 
vides enough energy in the form of 
carbohydrates and fats as well as 
essential protein, vitamins and min- 
erals. This means a diet containing 
55-60 percent of calories from car- 
bohydrates (10 to 15 percent from 
sugars and the rest from starches), 
no more than 30 percent of calories 
from fat and the remaining (about 
10-15 percent) from protein. 

That translates into eating a vari- 
ety of foods every day - grains, veg- 
etables, fruits, beans, lean meats, 
and low fat dairy products. The base 
of the diet should come from carbo- 
hydrates in the form of starches and 
sugars. Fluids, especially water, are 
also important to the winning com- 
bination. Dehydration can stop even 
the finest athlete from playing his or 
her best game. 

Are carbohydrates important for 
athletes? 

When starches or sugars are eaten, 
the body changes them all to glu- 
cose, the only form of carbohydrate 
used directly by muscles for energy. 
Whether carbohydrates are in the 
form of starches (in vegetables and 
grains), sucrose (table sugar), fruc- 
tose (found in fruits and juices) or 
lactose (milk sugar), carbohydrates 
are digested and ultimately changed 
to glucose. 

The body uses this glucose in the 
blood tor energy. Most glucose is 
stored as glycogen in the liver and 
muscles. During exercise glycogen 
is broken down in the muscles and 
provides energy. Usually there is 
enough glycogen in muscles to pro- 
vide fuel for 90-120 minutes of 
exercise. 

Most exercise and sport games do 
not use up glycogen stores, so eating 
carbohydrates during the activity 
usually isn’t needed. But for some 
athletes, eating or drinking carbohy- 
drate during exercise helps maintain 
their blood glucose and energy lev- 
els, 

Most athletes need not be con- 
cerned with “carbohydrate loading,” 
the special technique of eating a lot 
of carbohydrates for several days 
before an endurance event. Instead, 
focus on getting enough carbohy- 
drates every day. The best way to 
ensure plenty of energy for exercise 
is to eat a nutritious, balanced diet 
that is high in carbohydrates and low 
in fat with lots of different foods, 


Do athletes need extra protein or 
protein supplements to build mus- 
cles? 

No. Muscles develop from train- 
ing and exercise. A certain amount 
of protein is needed to help build the 
muscles but a nutritious, balanced 
diet that includes two or three sery- 
ings from the meat/bean/egg group 
(6-7 ounces total and two to three 
servings of dairy daily will supply 
all of the protein that the muscles 
need. Extra servings of protein in 
foods or protein supplements do not 
assist in muscle development. 
Unlike carbohydrates, protein can- 
not be stored in the body and any 
excess will be burned for energy or 
stored as body fat. 

What should an athlete eat before, 
during and after exercise? 

The most important thing is to 
concentrate on eating a nutritious, 
balanced diet every day. This pro- 
vides plenty of energy to grow and 
exercise. Here are a few tips about 
eating before,during and after exer- 
cise. 

Before: 

eHave some high carbohydrate 
foods such as bananas, bagels or 
fruit juices. These foods are broken 
down quickly and provide glucose 
to the muscles. 

The timing of this meal depends 
on athletes’ preference for eating 
before exercise, but researchers 
have found that eating something 
from one to four hours before exer- 
cise helps keep plenty of blood glu- 
cose available for working muscles. 

*It is also critical to drink plenty 
of cool water before exercise to keep 
muscles hydrated. 

During: 

*Perspiration and exertion deplete 
the body of fluids necessary for an 
optimal performance and lead to 
dehydration. It is important to drink 
plenty of cool water, ate least half a 
cup every 20 minutes of exercise, 
Adding a teaspoon of sugar, a little 
fruit juice or a small amount of pow- 
dered drink mix flavors plain water 
and may encourage fluid intake, 

*Usually there is no need to worry 
about replacing carbohydrates 
unless the exercise lasts over 90 
minutes and is hard and continuous. 
When this happens, drinking a 
sports drink or other beverage with 
some sugar in it will add fuel and 
water to the muscles being exer- 
cised, 

*Make a homemade sports drink 
by mixing no more than 4 teaspoons 
of sugar, 1/4 teaspoon of salt and 
some flavoring (like a teaspoon of 
lemon juice) in 8 ounces of water. 
After: 

*If the exercise was strenuous and 
lasted a long time, glycogen stores 
may need refueling. Consuming 
foods and beverages high in carbo- 
hydrates right after exercise will 
replenish glycogen stores if they are 
low after exercising. 

*No mater the intensity of the 
exercise, it’s important to drink 
plenty of water and eat a nutritious, 
balanced meal that has lots of carbo- 


hydrate rich foods such as grain,’ 


pastas, potatoes, vegetables and 
fruits. A teaspoon of sugar, at only 
15 calories per teaspoon, add flavor 
to these foods and may increase 
laste appeal.

The last few months, Alabama’s 
Governor Fob James, has been a 
regular visitor to Elba, Alabama. He 
was here again last Thursday — for 
about thirty minutes “checking on 
the people of Elba and the levee.” 

Due to the heavy rains in the area 
brought on by Hurricane Georges 
(later down- graded to a tropical 
depression), the Pea River had risen 
and crested at 26.33 during the early 
hours (12:42 a.m.) Wednesday 
morning. 

The governor was visiting sites in 
the Wiregrass damaged either by 
heavy rains, high winds and/or tor- 
nadoes produced by the tropical 
depression. 

Governor James noted that the 
roles in flooding had been reversed 
form the ones in March. This time it 
was Geneva that had the greater 
threat from rising waters in the Pea 
and Choctawhatchee rivers. Last 


Dwight Adams, Alabama State 
Senator since 1994, will be seeking 
re-election on Nov. 3.
